FIVE AMERICANS SLAIN.

A Terrific Battlo Fought in the Bay o
Cardenas

Flve men of the crew of the torpedo
boat Winslow were killed Wednasdoy
afterncon in the Bay of Cordenns,
during a combat with three Spanplah
gunboats and shore batteries fve
others were wounded. The dead and
wounded were brought to Key West
Thursday morning by the auxiliary
gunboat Hudson,

The gunbonts Wilmington and Hud-
son and the torpedo boat Winsiow en-
tared the harbor and attacked the
Epanlsh gunboata. A sholl plerced the
Winslow's boller room and disabled
her, Another ghell burat amid a group
of men on deck, killing two men In-
stantly and waunding «#lx or ssven
others, three of whom died soon after-
ward,
